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Congress Will Consider Reforms In Jury 
System At Session During December 


By GEORGE II. MANNING 
< W ashington Correspondent of

W ASHINGTON, i). C, Nov. IS. 
—The re-estab lish m en t of "com* 
rimn sense in court procedure” 
will Ix* the aim of several bills to 
be introduced into the 70th con­ 
gress, w hich m eets December 5. 
A rath e r extensive m ovem ent for 
t .anges m th e jury system is expect­ 
ed to develop as a result of the re ­ 
cen t oil trials and ’he revelations of 
ju ry -tam p erin g in th e Fall-Sinclair 
case. 


No effort to aboh ii the jury ystem, 
c c to have certain technical crim inal 
< ases tried before two or three judges, 
sittin g en banc, as was proposed by 
M rs. A nneila L Bailey of the Fall- 
- in clair Jury, will be countenanced, 
however, by S enator George W. Mor­ 
n s of N ebraska, ch airm an of the sen- 
ft’e judiciary com m ittee 
Trial By Jury Best. 
"No m atter how dum b we 
om e- 
’ antes th in k juries arc, trial by jury is 
h ss liable *o corruption, prejudice or 
lac k of com m on sense th an would be 
• system of trial by judges ’ Senator 
N orris believes. 
‘W hat we need to facilitate justice 
In crim inal trials is some m eans of 
having more intelligent juries, and a 
re-injection of com m on sense in m od­ 
ern crim inal trials 
It is a difficult 
thing to accom plish 
by legislation, 
since court procedure has grown Top- 
sy-like an c n ot by sta tu te .” 
T here are th ree reform s in court 
procedure which S enator N orris rec- * 
f m m ends, and he will introduce bills 
providing for them if some one else 
does not. 
T he judiciary' com m ittee, j 
he said, will take up such bills prom pt­ 
ly a fte r th e session opens. 
Reforms Urged. 
T he th ree reform s he thinks most 
u rg en t are: 
1. A ttorneys should not be allowed 
to object to prospective jurors m ere­ 
ly because they know som ething about 
th e case, particularly to Jurors who 
have read new spaper accounts of the 
case, unless these jurors have already 
form ed a definite opinion. 
2. T he ju ry should be allowed to i 
consider the significance of a defend­ 
a n t’s failure to testify in his own be­ 
half, and attorneys for the prosecu- 
i ion and for the defense should be 
allowed to argue before the jury the 
< onclusions to be draw n from th e; 
failure of a d efendant to testify. 
3. Judges should be allowed to grant ; 
im m unity to w itnesses if, by testify ­ 
ing. these witnesses should tend to 
incrim inate them selves, and should be 
able to require these witnesses to tes­ 
tify on penalty of contem pt of court. 
T he first of these proposed reform s 
is in line w ith th e declarations of j 
C hief Justice W illiam II. T aft on the j 
need for more intelligent juries. 
Intelligent People Hit. 
“We have just had rem arkable ex­ 
am ples of the facility with which law ­ 
yers can keep intelligent people who 
are inform ed on cu rren t affairs from 


serving on juries.” 
Senator Norris 
said. 
T here are certainly people who 
read the newspapers who can go u n ­ 
prejudiced to jury service and form 
th< ir opinion on evidence alone 
Per­ 
haps they are more accustom ed to 
form ing their opinions by weighing 
both sides of a question th an are peo­ 
ple who do not keep inform ed on 
cu rren t affairs. 
Common sense tells 
us th a t well inform ed and intelligent 
people m ake the best juries.” 
S enator Norris believes th a t each 
side of a case should be allowed per­ 
em ptory challenges, but not so m any 
as are allowed in some courts. 
L’ach 
side could, w ithout giving any rea­ 
son. object to as m any as ten pros­ 
pective jurors 
in 
the 
Fall-Sinclair 
case. 
Common Sense. 
"It is common sense,” Senator N or­ 
ris continued, “to allow the judge to 
instruct the jury to consider w hether 
or not the failure of a defendant to 
take the stand in his own defense is 
indicative of guilt. 
It 
is 
common 
sense to allow the attorneys on each 
side to argue the significance of such 
a fact. 
“Yet the lawyers are not allowed to 
m ention the refusal of a m an charged 
w ith a crim e to testify in his own be­ 
half. and the judge m ust w arn th e; 
jury not to take this into considera 
tion.” 
Senator Norris referred to the Fall- i 
Doheny case, in which ex-Secretary I 


of the Interior Albert B. Fall did not 
take the stand 
to 
defend 
him self 
against the charge of conspiracy and 
fraud, and declared 
th at 
the 
jury 
could have form ed its judgm ent bet­ 
ter if they could have considered the 
light his failure to testify threw on 
the question of his guilt or innocence. 
Jury Should Consider Failure to 
Testify. 
“The sam e is true of the D augherty 
case,” he added. 
“It was shown by 
other witnesses th a t D augherty b u rn ­ 
ed certain records of the bank where 
he kept his accounts. 
Mr. D augherty 
could have told why they were burn­ 
ed. 
He was silent. 
The jury should 
be allowed to consider w hat such a 
silence indicates.” 
The need for the th ird reform rec­ 
om m ended he illustrated by the Fall- 
Sinclair case. 
“It is show n,” Senator Norris point­ 
ed out. “th a t M. T. Everhart, F all’s 
son-in-law , took those Liberty bonds 
cut 
to 
Fall. 
Mr. E verhart knows 
where he got those bonds. 
His part 
in the transaction m ay have been 
perfectly innocent. B ut the judge had 
to rule th a t he could not be required 
to testify, because there was a possi­ 
bility th a t his testim ony w'ould have 
revealed him as a p art to a fraud. 
“Now the governm ent had no in ­ 
tention w'hatever of prosecuting Mr. 
Everhart. 
The law should be such 
th a t the judge could require him to 
testify, assuring him th a t no testi­ 
mony he m ight give would be used 


as grounds for indicting him , just as 
now a court’s decision in a civil case 
cannot be used against a m an in a 
crim inal case. The defendants in the 
Fall-Sinclair case were protected from 
having used against them the United 
States suprem e court’s opinion th a t 
the whole Teapot Dome transaction 
j was tainted w ith fraud, and sim ilarly 
a witness would be protected against 
having his testim ony 
used 
against 
him .” 
Senator Norris believes th a t these 
reform s can be m ade by federal s ta t­ 
utes, and th a t justice will be served if 
they are enacted into law.

Turkeys th at are well fattened are 
more tender, weigh more, and have 
more juicy and well flavored m eat, 
declares County Agent H. R. McCul- 
loch. If a turkey is fat. the m eat tis­ 
sues are surrounded by fat cells. 
It 
is this fat th a t helps break up the 
long, stringy fibers and 
takes 
the 
toughness cut of the m eat. 
Turkey m eat is criticized for being 
dry. 
If the flesh is well m arbled 
w ith fat. It is m oist w'hen it is ro ast­ 
ed. 
The fat m elts w'hen it beats, is 
absorbed by the fleshy tissues, and 
adds m oisture to 
th e' m eat. 
This 
m akes the m eat juicy and well flav­ 
ored. 
Fat turkeys, when dressed, have a 
plum p appearance. The skin m ay be 
white or yellow, depending on the va­ 
riety of the turkey or the feed wfhich 
it was fed. 
The skin has an oily 
touch and appearance. 
If there is a 
general dark purplish tint under the 
skin, it indicates a lack of condition 
and fatness. Dryness and wrinkles in 
che skin are other signs of poor con­ 
dition.

(International N#*ws Service) 
W INDSOR, Eng., Nov. 18,—Discov­ 
ery of num erous docum ents belonging 
to the Penn fam ily, the fam ily from 
which came W illiam Penn, the found­ 
er of Pennsylvania, U. S. A„ is re ­ 
ported to have been m ade by Edward 
W inkup, a W indsor art dealer. 
Breaking open an old iron bound 
chest which he had bought among 
num erous other antiques from a lo- j 
cal resident, W .r.rvp found it packed 
tig h t w ith m usty oic docum ents, oil 
and w ater cole: paintings and sev­ 
eral locks of hair. 
O n the back ot a m iniature found 
in the chest was the inscription: 
“This po rtrait of the Hon. Lady Ju li­ 
ana Penn, by George Romney, third 
daughter of Thom as, th ird Earl of 
Pom fret.” 
Romney, the inscription 
levealed, was paid $5 to paint it. The 
back of a w ater color bore the in- j 
seription: “An old cottage at Stoke, 1 
Fng. 
A gift to Lady Penn, from 
Henry R aeburn on his visit to Stoke 
Court, 1785.” 
There were also one or 
two sketches bearing the signature j 
and date “David Cox, 1827." 
T here w^ere a num ber of locks of 
h air believed to belong to W illiam 
Penn and his wife. Some of the hair 
w as wrapped in P en n ’s invitation to 
the coronation of W illiam the T h ird ! 
in W estm inister Abbey. 
This gives 
the num ber of his seat a t the cere­ 
mony. 
A Book of Devotions, dated 1639, 
contained the nam e of W illiam Penn, 
and of other m em bers of his family.

T he innovators propose to follow 
the eight hour system com m on in 
A m erican business houses having all 
employes arriving and departing at 
the sam e tim e and giving them only 
one hour for lunch. 
The “old tim ers” are accustom ed 
to having th eir employees arriving 
a t various hours of the day and to 
having all of them take a substan­ 
tial “siesta.” 
The sleep period has resulted in the 
closing of all business houses for two 
hours. Usually if one wishes to p u r­ 
chase an article he m ust do so before 


1 o ’clock and after 
3. No 
business 
transactions are recorded during these 
hours. 
The Cham bers of Commerce pro­ 
pose to establish the new* law not only 
in Mexico City but all over the re­ 
public; hence the protest.

began this wave of tem perance which 
today sweeps Oxford and Cambridge. 
“The real secret is th a t the boys 
come from homes w’here it’s just not 
done, and th a t is w hat's wrecking my 
business. 
“In the old days there used to be 
carousing.

cf the boat race used to find all C am ­ 
bridge in a state of intoxication, and 
scaffolds, building m aterial, lum ber of 
all sorts used to be taken up to M ar­ 
ket Hill and set on fire.

There was at least 
one major revolution in every year, 
and although they did not all succeed 
there was plenty of .‘hooting and 
bloodshed. 
At no time in Mexico’s history has 
the Southern Republic been so nearly 
free of political and military disturb­ 
ances as at present, if the period of 
the dictatorship of Diaz be excepted. 
The Mexican Republic was born in 
revolution when Santa Anna and in­ 
surgents of his stripe broke down the 
rule a Spain.

Napoleon the Third attempted dur­ 
ing the American Civil War to make 
Maximilian the Emperor of Mexico. 
The Hapsburg prince was swept out 
of power, however on the tide of a 
revolution led by Benito Jaurez.

Jaurez himself 
was ousted and Mexican Presidents 
arose and fell with unusual regularity 
until in 1876 Diaz shot his way into 
the presidential palace at Chapultepec 


and from there ruled Mexico with an 
iron hand for 34 years. 
But in 1910 Diaz, having become 
old and increasingly feeble, fled to 
Europe, and the decade of revolutions 
was ushered in. Francisco Madero. a 
political idealist rather than a mili­ 
tarist, succeeded the aged despot, but 
Madero went the way of all good 
Mexican presidents. 
He was assassi­ 
nated in the course of a coup d’etat 
in Mexico City, which made General 
Victoriano Huerta president. 
Huerta v as a dozen times on the 
verge of being displayed by counter­ 
revolution, but his “strong man” tac­ 
tics managed to save him upon each 
occasion.

It likewise 
would start presidential term s on the 
fourth day of January in each inau­ 
gural year instead of on M arch 4th 
as at present. 
The am endm ent would carry one 
provision not found in any existing 
law—the granting of power to con­ 
gress to elect a “tem porary” president 
of the United States in event th at 
deadlocks in the house and senate 
preven1 the election of a president 
and vice-president on the returns of 
any national election. 
At present, a 
substitute president is provided by 
law only if the president and vice- 
president are removed from office by 
death, im peachm ent or resignation.
